The top check on the cover is one from the Cumberland 
National Bank of Bridgeton, NJ that is not shown in the 
article that begins on the next page. It seemed appropriate 
for the issue. 

The other check is another New Jersey example, printed 
for use by the Atlantic Highlands, Red Bank & Long 
Branch Electric Railroad Company. By the time it received 
the revenue imprint, the company was in receivership - 
having begun service in 1896, it earned enough to cover its 
expenses, but not enough to pay its bond interest. It went 
into receivership in May of 1898, and by 1901 it had been 
sold at auction.

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The Cumberland National Bank of Bridgeton, NJ

Now a legacy bank of financial services giant Bank Of 
America, The Cumberland National Bank’s humble origins 
trace back to a notice in the October 23, 1815 edition of 
The Washington Whig newspaper stating “the citizens of 
Bridgetown friendly to the establishment of a BANK are 
required to meet at the Court House tomorrow evening, 
the 24th inst, at 7 o’clock.” The bank almost didn’t get 
off the ground as its initial petition to organize was denied 
however, as noted in Banknotes And Books For Bridgeton 
by Penelope S. Watson, “a renewed effort was made in early 
1816, and was successful”. As such “The Cumberland 
Bank” became a reality for its organizers, most of whom 
were area businessmen. 

The next step was to construct a suitable building from 
which to operate. Sounds easy enough, right ? Wrong. In 
true New Jersey fashion, the real estate deal seems a bit 
self-serving and led to the resignation of its first elected 
President (and the bank hadn’t even opened yet !). At the 
time, the bulk of the development in what was then known 
as Bridgetown had been west of the Cohansey River which 


is where Bank President Jonathan Elmer wanted the bank 
to be located. However, his brother and fellow organizer 
Ebenezer Elmer had built his home on the East Side of 
river and as noted by Watson, “it was most probably with 
an eye to the future value of his property that he donated 
the site for the new bank adjacent to his own home..As 
such, his brother resigned his Presidency. As a side note, 
Ebenezer Elmer had a sometimes colorful history including 
his role (along with fellow bank Director Timothy Elmer) 
as one of the patriots who burned British tea in Greenwich, 
NJ on December 12, 1774. 

The vacancy left by Jonathan Elmer was filled by 
Revolutionary War General, James Giles (1760-1825). 
Giles was a lawyer by training and served in the Continental 
Army during the Revolution. The bank conducted business 
in satisfactory manner and became a national bank in June 
of 1865 receiving National Bank charter # 1346. Capital 
and profits continued to grow warranting the need for a 
larger facility. In 1887, the bank moved to a larger building 
(as seen on the next page) circa 1916 (the building still 
stands today.) 
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The bank operated independently for roughly 150 years 
even issuing various denominations of National Bank notes 
like those pictured below:

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Through a series of mergers and acquisitions beginning 
in 1976, when it changed its name to United Jersey Bank/ 
Cumberland National. In 1994 it was merged into United 
Jersey Bank colloquially referred to as “UJB”. In 2001, 
UJB was swallowed by Fleet National Bank who was 
in turn gobbled up by Bank Of America in 2005. While 
their overall history is typical of a smaller regional bank, 
a couple items of note are that in 1901, the original bank 
building became home to the Bridgeton Library and in 
1916, one of the bank’s directors was famed inventor 


Oberlin Smith whose Ferracute company is well known to 
token collectors. For those unfamiliar with Ferracute, they 
supplied coining presses to the U.S. Mint for many years 
and helped establish minting facilities in China. 


Pictured here are several checks that I acquired on the bank 
as a way to compliment my various National Bank notes 
which is what I primary collect.

The check above dated 1871 bears the signature of Frank 
M. Riley. Captain Riley served as bank President and also 
served in the Civil War in Company K, Twelfth Regiment, 
New Jersey Volunteers. He reportedly saw action at 


Gettysburg, the Battle Of The Wilderness where he was 
injured and four months confinement in Libby Prison. He 
was mustered out of service in June of 1865.

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The check pictured above is my favorite as it contains 
a vignette of the bank building and has an additional bit 
of “jerseyana” having been made out to the West Jersey 
& Seashore Rail Road. The “WJ&S” was a subsidiary 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad (“PRR”) and became part 
of Pennsylvania-Reading Seashore Lines circa 1933. As 
an aside and another bank connection, the PRR had 
consolidated several Southern NJ lines in 1896 and one of 
those was The West Jersey Railroad which was chartered in 
1853. William G. Nixon, President of Cumberland National 
Bank from 1886 to 1907 was also a Director of The West 
Jersey Railroad.

The Baltimore, Chesapeake and Atlantic Railway was 
chartered in 1886 to reorganize the unsuccessful Baltimore 
and Eastern Shore Railroad Company. Construction of 
the line began in 1889. By 1915 the railroad had roughly 
87 miles of track, and was marginally profitable. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad was its major stockholder, but it 
operated independently. 

By 1921 the line was no longer profitable, and in 1928 it 
was sold to the Pennsylvania Railroad, which reorganized it 
as the Baltimore and Eastern.. 


The B, C &A’s nickname was Black Cinders and Ashes. 

This draft was used in 1904, after the tax on checks had 
been repealed, but it was not redeemed to recover the tax 
represented by the imprint. 

The draft appears to be requesting the Treasurer of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company to pay $10,000 to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company from their B, C & A 
account. I’m afraid I don’t understand the transaction. 
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A draft on the Mitchell Coal and Coke Company to pay the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for hauling coal. 


This check issued by the Passenger Department 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company is still 
pinned to a transmittal form. It paid a refund of 
$1.92 for tickets which apparently were not used 
for some reason acceptable to the railroad. 

It's interesting that the format of the Passenger 
Department check is so different from that of the 
drafts used by the same railroad at the same time. 
It was probably due to a feeling that documents 
that reached the public should be less businesslike, 
but richer, more human.

Why do I place a question mark after most of the entries of 
’’Draft’’ in the table above? As you’ll see, these documents are, 
at first glance, bills of exchange. They are payable at foreign 
banks in foreign currencies, and were issued in duplicate, 
all earmarks of bills of exchange. However, their format 
is simply that of a sight draft. And more telling, though 
several are made out for more than the equivalent of $100, 
there is no sign that more than two cents tax was paid on 
any of them, even though the tax on a bill of exchange was 
two cents per hundred dollars or equivalent in the payable 
currency. I believe these documents were treated as drafts. 
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Ah, Guckenheimer rye, a reliable drink until 1919, when On the draft, under the vignette of the distillery complex, 
prohibition shut it down.

While the whiskey was distilled in Freeport, the business 
offices of Guckenheimer were in Pittsburgh. 



Barber and Perkins was a wholesale grocer in Philadelphia Again, this is really a check, payable at the National State 
from the late 1800’s into at least the 1920’s. Bank of Camden, New Jersey. It would not have fit into 

any listings of Pennsylvania bank checks, but it has a 
Philadelphia dateline. It may not be a non-bank check, but 
it is a non-Pennsylvania-Bank check with a Pennsylvania 
origin, so it is listed here. 
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Founded in 1825, Brown, Shipley & Company, London was 
the merchant banking arm of Brown Brothers & Company, 
an investment bank and trading company headquartered in 
Philadelphia. This arrangement continued into 1918, when 
the two firms split. They continued to act as agents for each 
other for some time. 

Brown & Shipley still exists under that name, while Brown 
Brothers is now Brown Brothers Harriman & Company, 


The two drafts above, besides differing slightly in color, 

also have different printed datelines - 190_ and 19_. Both 

are marked DUPLICATE, implying that they were issued 
in two parts, the other marked ORIGINAL. Drafts with an 
188_ or 18_dateline probably exist. 

Are these possibly bills of exchange? If so, the one issued 
in 1901 was not properly taxed, as bills of exchange were 
taxed at two cents per hundred dollars or equivalent. In 
1901, 130 English pounds would have been equivalent to 
633.1 US dollars, so the tax would have been fourteen cents. 

I have never seen an imprinted document which has had 
adhesive stamps added to pay the proper tax as a bill of 
exchange. As I said before, I believe that all imprinted 
documents of this sort were treated as checks or drafts. 
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182845 
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These drafts are artifacts of the big banking houses of 
Philadelphia, New York, and Paris, if not London as well. 

Anthony Joseph Drexel and his brothers inherited their 
father’s successful banking house, Drexel and Company, 
and transformed it into an investment banking concern. In 
1871 they formed Drexel, Morgan and Company of New 
York with banker J.P. Morgan, and Drexel, Harjes and 
Company in Paris. 

After Anthony died in 1893, Morgan took over the New 
York and Paris companies, retaining close ties with the 
Drexels of Philadelphia. Hence the changes in name shown 
at the left side of these drafts: J.P. Morgan & Co., New York, 
and Morgan, Harjes & Co., Paris. 


J.S. Morgan and Company of London was formed by Junius 
S. Morgan, J.P. Morgan's father, when he took control of 
George Peabody and Company upon Peabody's death in 
1864. On the death of Junius in 1890, J.P. took over the 
company. 

Both drafts would have been taxed more than two cents 
as bills of exchange. Interestingly enough, when most of 
the check taxes went away as of July 1, 1901 there was an 
Internal Revenue decision saying in effect that any check 
written in the US but payable in a foreign country was to 
be taxed two cents per hundred dollars or fraction thereof, 
which would have hauled in this sort of instrument. None of 
the examples shown are dated during this period. 
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This draft was designed for the Brown Brothers to use 
with any foreign (or even domestic) bank. It was used 
with Messrs. E. Hoskier & Co., a Paris banking house, to 
pay slightly more than $1,200 to Rosalie Parant Coleman, 
who, in the words of a contemporary newspaper,, "was for 
many years prominent in Philadelphia circles and is now a 
wealthy member of the American colony in Paris..." 


Again, if this draft had been taxed as a bill of exchange, 
it would have required an additional twenty-four cents in 
adhesive stamps. It was taxed as a sight draft. 



Brown Brothers also had checks preprinted for Messrs. E. This instrument was written for an amount less than $100 
Hoskier & Co. US, so the tax paid would have been adequate for either a 

draft or a bill of exchange.

We have considered whether it would be feasible to hire an editor from outside the 
organization, but this does not appear to be workable for several reasons. 

First, the cost of such an editor would require our dues to more than double. With the low level of membership we have 
now, there is even a question as to whether we can afford a quarterly color magazine without a dues increase, not even 
considering payment to an editor. 

Second, there are only a few of you who have been writing for our magazine in the last year or two. Bob has necessarily 
been writing a significant part of it himself, either under his own name or as the late Jim Adams. An outside editor would 
not, indeed could not, do this. 

Without a magazine, there is little or no purpose in continuing the existence of the ASCC. Therefore the Board has agreed 
that we close down the organization effective December 31, 2018 

There will be a modest amount left in our treasury after paying for the remaining magazines being published in 2018. We 
cannot, by law, return this money to members, beyond any membership dues paid beyond 2018. It must be transferred 
to another 501(c)-3 organization. Therefore, we will use it to purchase a one-year membership in the American Revenue 
Association for each ASCC member in good standing at the end of 2018. We chose the ARA because we are familiar with 
it, and it seemed to offer the best overlap with the interests of the ASCC membership. 

Many of you are already ARA members, so the ARA will extend membership by one year for those of you who are. 

We will refund appropriate dues for anyone who has paid their ASCC membership beyond 2018. 

In the unlikely event that there will be enough left in the ASCC treasury to do so, we will purchase two year memberships 
in the ARA. 

I am sorry to be the one to have to write this, but we see no other viable course.
